1. Following approval of DCIG No. 1/7 (Reference b}, the 
uSIS approved paper on this subject (Reference a) was referred to 
tne Security Comittee for review to ensure its conformance with 
the new UCL. 


2. The Security Committee nas completed its review and 
has sulsdtted a coordinated revision (copy attached) copies of 
which have been circulated to USTB menbers (sea USI6-D-71.8/3, 
§ Jececher 1975) asking for their concurrence oa other views. 


3. Although the revision considered by the Security Cen- 
mittee had been coordinated with the majer Directorates of the 
Agency, I am sreseatly in receipt of additional recomendations 
for chance which I consider wortsy of note. 


a. Paragrazn id, page 2 the word “expiratioa’ 
Simmgid be changed to ‘cmapletion’. Technically our 
TtTacts expire eacn year and documents should oniy 
be returned upon completion of the contract. 


o. Sootnote 5, page 2 the phrase “CIA/Clandesting 
Services reports” ve changed to read “CLA/Girectorate 
ox Operations reports’ to engure frat 
Sivision reports are covered by the feotncte.” Further, 
add to the iteas ta be deloted ‘the place acculred anc 
“tae field repert number”. loth of Liese ontries are 
echayacteristic of Directorate of Cperatiens reports anc 
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ani could identify suca reports as olirecter of 
Coerations originated even Lf the CIA seal, the 
purase “Director of Operations’ aud the source 
entries were deleted. inder the propused chaazes, 
feotiote 3, cage 2 would read:

Unuer the proposed chance puragraph 1f 
wold read: 


“Cmreractors will ensara that intelligence 
saterlals will not be released to foraiga aationals 
whetuer or Ob taey are also conmmiltants, 0.5. con- 
tractors or esployees of conkractors, and regariless 
wi tue level of thelr gucurity clearance, except wits 
the specific permission of the originsting agency.”
